Small Sized Trees for Transplanting. 


These are recommended both on account of cheapness, and having stock on hand 
when needed, Planted in rows, 4 to 6 feet apart and 18 inches to 2 feet in the rows, 
5,000 to 6,000 can be grown per acre. The best sizes for Deciduous Trees are 2 to 4 or 
4 to 6 feet; and of Evergreens 1 to 2 feet.
